be thought thia was a likely lead to follow tp and C. —3 agreed* It a aa 
decided that Orullspioe would call the telephone number given in the adrertiaa- 
■ent and that hia daughter was a candidate* but that ha was c a llin g in 
order to get further details* It was fait that there would be no security 
problem if Qr alla pice calledfram a public telephone and gave either no nans 
or a false one*

the possible ways of using Austrian girls against the Soviet target in Tienne. 

« natter had been discussed on a number of occasions before* but the one 
point upon which CL -3 and Qrallapice ware not in agremnerrt was kethar 
or not suoh agent candidates required a modest knowledge of the Ru ss i a n language* 
At thia particular meeting Qiallepice conceded to C_ -3 point of view 
and agreed that a knowledge of Russian should be considered a prerequisite* 
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Various possibilities of spotting suitable Austrian girls with s knowledge 
of the Russian language were discussed* and it was agreed that Orallspioe 
would attempt to make this one of his primary targe ts*

BUDS* It would probably be possible to determine whether or not this or- 
ganixation is convinced that Orallspioe is working under American sponsorship 
by permitting Orallsplce to talk to FROELICH *8 chief for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether or not the Amt BLANK would be willing to reveal the identity 
of their agents in Vienna, In" view of the fact that such information was
